-i tarwhite was one of the early pioneers to Southern Arkansas, emigrating with his 
family and slaves to what is now Nevada county (the southern part) eight years 
after the state was admitted to the Union. This wasin 1844. He acquired over 
© fifteen hundred acres of land, 1480 acres of which he obtained in patents from ‘the 
= Government. The first of these patents on record, he secured November 1, 1849. 
“¢ The other tracts were obtained at intervals over a period of several years. A part 
=. of his land is known to have been in section 26; another in section 35. His home 
=~ place lay in section 26, townships 13 and 14, South of the base line of Range 21, 
+: West of the 5th Principal Meridian. An old file of the “Nevada County Picayune” 
+" gays of the soil of this section of the county that it “is sandy loam, well adapted to 
v corn, cotton, potatoes, vegetables and fruits. Fine springs abound in this region.” 
‘* Of the timber this same file has to say: “It is remarkably well timbered. Its most 
valuable woods are yellow pine, every variety of oak and hickory, sweet, black and 
‘tupelo gum, maple, mulberry, ash, walnut, birch, beech, sycamore, linn, dogwood, 

»hackberry, holly, red and water elm, cypress, wild cherry and sassafras.” l 


i After the death of his wife, Mary (Pounds) Satterwhite (March 14, 1857), 
+ Thomas Satterwhite married (June 8, 1858) Martha Case of Camden, Arkansas, by 
; whom he had no issue. He died April 27, 1859, and was buried at Camden, 
@ Ouachita county, Arkansas. His tomb still stands and on it may be seen a 
k: Masonic (Blue Lodge) Emblem. The Satterwhites were members of the Baptist 
‘branch of the Protestant Church. Politically, Thomas Satterwhite belonged to
